The death of Alonzo Greene Smith 
here yesterday removes one of the pic 
turosque characters from Indiana pol 
itlcs. “Greene” Smith, as he was gen 
erally known from one end of the 
state to the other, was one of the 
most rugged characters in his party 
He was regarded everywhere as 
fighter from the “ground up,” always 
ready for an encounter with any mem 
ber of the opposite party or with 
anyone who happened to be arrayed 
against him in legal m atters. 
It was 
in state politic» that Smith became 
famous. 
From the time he was elect 
ed to the state senate in 1884 from 
Jackson and Jennings counties until 
a few months ago, he was prominent 
in his party's affairs. 
Physically ro­ 
bust and aggressive to a remarkable 
degree, he became a leader during 
the first session he served. 
At the 
close of the session he was elected 
president pro tern of the senate, Lieu 
tenant-Governor Manson having re­ 
signed. 
His election gave him the 
opportunity to establish himself firmly 
in the state political game, as during 
the following session he was very 
largely instrum ental In electing David 
Turpie to the United States senate 
and defeating the late President Ben­ 
jamin Harrison, who was the caucus 
nominee of the Republicans. 
It is 
said tbe Democrats would not have 
won without a man of Smith’s bulldog 
courage at the helm. During the pre­ 
ceding election both parties had 
candidate for lieutenant-governor. The 
Republicans elected Col. R. S. Robert­ 
son of Fort Wayne. 
The senate was 
Democratic and the house Republican. 
Ou joint ballot, however, there were 
seventy-five Republicans, seventy-two 
D dro: ra’s and three Populists. Smith 
and other Democrats learned that the 
Ri publicans In the house expected to 
uns at 
enough 
Democrats 
to give 
tie in a majority on joint ballot. 
It 
was then that Senator Turpie, Smith 
and others decided that under the con­ 
stitution a lieutenant-governor could 
not be elected except when there was 
a candidate for governor to be chos- 
ep. 
Smith, as president pro tem de­ 
termined to preside and he took the 
gavel 
and 
held 
it 
during 
stormy 
scenes that finally resulted in a vic­ 
tory for the Democrats by one vote. 
A state of civil warfare almost re­ 
sulted and Gov. Gray was on the point 
of calling out the militia, but Smith 
was equal to the situation. 
He kept 
his seat as president pro tem and his 
doorkeepers never gave Col. Robert­ 
son a chance to get inside. 
When­ 
ever the Republicans would unseat 
a Democrat In the house Smith and 
his colleagues would unseat a Repub­ 
lican in the senate. A short time after 
Senator Turpie’s election the state 
supreme court, which was Democratic, 
decided that Col. Robertson's election 
was legal. 
It was then that the late 
Wm. Craig, publisher of the Indianap­ 
olis Sentinel, printed his noted editori­ 
al about the supreme court under the 
head of “Damn Thuir Cowardly Souls.” 
In spit* o ^ h e decision Smith served 
as presiding officer of the senate until 
the session adjourned and Col. Robert­ 
son never was permitted to gain bis 
seat. When a man with an iron hand 
was needed*to preside over the Dem­ 
ocratic state convention In 1904 that 
endorsed Judge Parker.

THIRD CASE OF THIS KIND

South Bend, Ind., Aug. 
6.—Wilbur 
Gunreth, whose body was found last 
week In Oklahoma City, O. T . with 
the ears hacked from the hi» ad, the 
trunk and one arm p ierced with bul­ 
lets, teeth knocked out, the mouth 
bruised and clotted blood on the lip s, 
was boru in South Bend, and he was 
twenty -one y ears old. He was a giant 
in stature and wonderfully strong 
p hysically.. Three weeks ago he left 
for the west to join his p arents, who 
some y ears ago had moved to Okla­ 
homa. 
He stop p ed on the way with 
an uncle, Charles Gunreth. That was 
the last heard of him until a disp atch 
announced the murder.

In 18 8 4 Mr. Smith was elected to 
the Indiana state senate from the 
counties of Jackson and Jennings and 
served in the sessions of 18 8 5 and 
18 8 7 , acting as p resident in the latter 
session. 
At the session of 18 8 9 he 
was elected secretary of the senate. 
In 18 90 he was elected attorney -gen­ 
eral of Indiana and served from Nov. 
22 of that y ear to Nov. 21. 1S92, and 
in 18 92 was re-elected for another 
term of two years. 
Wfhen first elected to the office of 
attorney -general he removed to this 
city, which, since that time, has con­ 
tinuously been his home. As attorney - 
general Mr. Smith was largely Instru­ 
mental in the p assage of the tax law 
which p ut a just taxation up on rail­ 
roads, telegrap h and telep hone comp a­ 
nies and other corp orations that had 
before that time not borne their due 
share of taxation. 
The contest to 
maintain this law was carried by Mr. 
Smith through all the courts, includ­ 
ing the sup reme court of the United 
States and was sustained. As a result 
of this law Indiana Is now p ay ing off 
its state debt 
His course in tho 
office of attorney -general was that of 
a thoroughly zealous official and re­ 
sulted In making him one of the 
strongest men at the bar in his know­ 
ledge of fundamental law. 
The legal 
triump hs of the state during this 
p eriod were largely due to the Inde­ 
fatigable p erseverance and energy of 
Mr. Smith. 
One of the most exciting ep isodes 
in his career occurred In 18 8 7 . when, 
by the resignation of Mahlon D. Man- 
soti, lieutenant governor, he became 
p resident of the senate. 
It was at 
this session that David Turp le, caucus 
nominee of the Democratic membefs, 
p itted 
against 
Benjamin 
Harrison, 
was elected to the United States sen­ 
ate. a result made p ossible In large 
measure by the coolness and dogged 
obstinacy of Mr. Smith, whose door­ 
keep ers ejected from the senate tfie 
late Colonel Robertson, who had been 
elected lieutenant-governor in the off 
y ear of 18 8 6 and who vainly attemp t­ 
ed to p reside over the destinies of the 
senate.
